Specifically, the prior art does not teach or 
fairly suggest a system, method, and article of manufacture for determining gene expression 
signals for a gene whereby control data is transformed by transforming a probability density 
distribution and a model is generated for that density function whereby the model is then used to 
characterize gene expression of an unknown sample.
